HISTORY OF THE LEAD PENCIL. 


Interesting Faets About a Most Pep- 
ular lastrament. 

The lead pencil, the most common of 
all writing implements, is somewhat over 
200 years old. The term “lead pencil,” 
however, is a uiisuotmer, as, in a minerad- 
oxical sense, there is not a particle of 
bead in its composition, ‘The lead peneil 
originated with the discovery of the 
graphite mines in Eogland in 1664 dur- 
ing Qe reign of Queen Elizabeth, Ae 
graphite so greatly resembled galena, the 
erman name for which was bleiglangz, it 
was given the name of blei, or lead. 

In the early days of lead pencil making 
the graphite was sawed into thin sheets

SIEDIERS RETURNING. 


The Male Batteries Also Returning 
Reported Gen. Baller Mas Left 
Capetowa for Ladysmith. 


London. Nov 2.—The breaking down 
of the Delagoa catle route, combined 
with the monopolizstion of the avail- 
able teregraph lines by the government 
and the state officers, is responsible for 
the fact that nothing further has ar- 
rived from South Africa. 

Up to midnight nothing had teen re- 
ceived concerning Monday's casualties. 
The war office officials are working on- 
der gteat straim. Captain Perriott, 
staff captain to the military secretary, 
has just died, his end being hastened by 
anxiety and overwork, 

An unconfirmed statement is pub. 
lished that General Sir Redvers Buller 
has left Cape Town for Ladysmith. A 
belated dispatch from Ladysmith des- 
cribing Monday's fight says: ‘‘A couple 
of squadrons of Hussars had a narrow 
escape from disaster early in the day. 
They found themsecives suddenly con- 
fronted within easy range by an over- 
whelming force of Boers. who seemed 
to spring from the bowels of the earth. 
The Hussars were splendidly discip- 
lined and were extricated with only 
one man woun ‘ed."’ 

A special dispatch from Pietermaritz- 
burg, Natal, dated Tuesday morning, 
says: Stragglers from the Gloucester- 
shire regiment are arriving at Lady- 
smith, A namber of mules, with a 
portion of the mountain battery, are 
also coming in.” 

London, Nov. 2.—The Qu en is ered- 
ited With expressing sincere sympathy 
for Sir George Stewart White and the 
officials are in nowise ivclined to judge 
him harshly. So far as the public is 
coneerned, however, while gratifics 
tion is felt at the manner to which the 
isolated battalions sarcendered, there is 
still severe criticism for General White 
and Lieut Col. Carlton for allowing 
their column to get out of touch by the 
absence of proper scouting and for not 
retiring When the ammunition wagon 
was lost. In favor of Licut.-Col. Carl- 
ton the explanation is hazardea that he 
believed it was imperative to the sue- 
cess of General White's operations that 
he should hold the position at Nichol- | 
son’s Nek. 

The Morping Post comments severely 
upon the Britash contempt for the 
enemy, as shown by the belief that the 
large Boer force at Acton Homes conld 
be held in check by Carlton's small 
column. I[t points out that, even if the 
British there had been) supplied with 
ammunition, they could only hold out!
